UNION IRON WORKS 


Can Get Maximum of Bid if 
Facilities Are Sufficient 


San Francisco.—Six of the score of 
destroyers provided for in the last 
naval appropriation bill probably will 
be built by the Union Iron Works. 

There is no official announcement 
‘of the award of contracts, but it is 
known that John A. McGregor, head 
of the San Francisco ship building 
concern, can get the maximum job 
on which he bid if the plant is in a 
position to handle that much. 

McGregor wired to J. J. Tynan, 
acting head of the Union Iron Works 
in his absence, that San Francisco 
could get six destroyers if the es- 
tablishment was game to undertake so 
big a job in view of the general con- 
gestion of the yards. Tynan wired 
back promptly that he could build the 
six. 

The successful bid of the Union 
Iron Works for six destroyers was 
to build four at $1,190,000 each, to be 
delivered in 22 and 25 months, and 
the other two at $1,185,000, to be ready 
in 24 months from the laying of the 
keels. 

The Union Iron Works is ready not 
only to build these destroyers, but also 
to bid on one of the four battle cruis- 
ers and on some of the scout cruisers 
and submarines, which will be award- 
ed some time after the first of Novem- 
ber. Whatever naval construction the 
firm undertakes will be carried on at 
the Alameda branch. 

The additional payroll which these 
six destroyers mean to the bay region 
will total in round numbers $3,000,000.

PTTL 
BRILLIANT SALLY WINS 
FOR PETAIN’S TROOPS 
FORTIFIED POSITION 


London.—The allied infantry took 
up the attack on the west front 
again October 28, when clearing 
weather permitted operations on a 
larger scale. The French, in a bril- 
liant sally north of Verdun, captured 
a strongly organized quarry north- 
east of Douaumont. 

On the Somme front the Brith 
troops battered against the enemy 
lines in the region of Gueudecourt 
and Lesboeufe, while the French at- 
tacked in the district of Morval. 
These assaults were rolled back by | 
the German machine gun fire and by 
bayonets, according to the Berlin 
statement. 


London, October 29.—The Rou- 
manian’s counter offensive against 
Falkenhayn on the Transylvanian 
frontier is gaining power and reach- 
ing new successes with each fresh 
attack. Along the entire battle line 
the Teutons are now on the defen- 
sive, striving to prevent King Ferdi- 
nan’s afoused troops from _ recon- 
quering all the ground they have 
lost. 

The day’s operations resulted in 
the capture by the Roumanians of 
nearly 3000 more prisoners, the seiz- 
ure of two strong mountain positions 
and g village and a sweeping ad- 
vance of nearly seven miles in one 
sector. 


BOMB DROPPED ON KAISER’S 
TRAIN KILLS ENGINEER 


Paris, Oct. 28.—A bomb dropped 
by an aviator of the entente allies 
killed the engineer driving the 
train of Emperor William of Ger- 
many, according to information re- 
ceived at Zurich, Switzerland. 

Emperor William recently was re- 
ported to be at Bapaume, on the 
Somme“front, personally overseeing | 
the preliminaries for a .c anter- 
Offensive, for which the German 
troops were said to have received 
strong reinforcements. 

Apparently during this visit he 
delivered a brief speech to the Ger- 
man troops, thanking them for the.

RUSSIAN TRENCHES

San Francisco.—Thrust into the 
first battle line after being forcibly 
separated from his wife and new- 
born baby—this is the story of John 
Pietres, a Russian, told October 28, 
upon his arrival here as a stowaway 
on the steamship George W. Fenwick 
from Vladivostok. Pietres, who says 
he is a naturalized American citizen, 
was taken to Angel Island by immi- 
gration authorities. As soon as he is 
released, Pietres says he will hurry 
to Kansas City, where his wife and 
baby await him. 

Pietres says he went to Warsaw 
shortly after Russia plunged into 
war to bring his wife to the United 
States. Because he refused to shoul- 
der a musket, Pietres says, he was 
jailed and sent to Siberia. After 
months of privation, he says he and 
other prisqners were sent back to 
Russia and put into the front line 
of battle. Most gf the prisoners were 
killed, but Pietres says he escaped 
by donning the uniform of a military 
messenger. He then made his way 
to Vladivostok and stowed away for 
America. 

BIG BATTLE FOUGHT IN

Fluctuation in Currant Trade. 

Holland’s tulip craze recalls the 
rush which developed in S&reece some- 
thing like thirty-five years ago, when 
landowners staked their all on the fu- 
ture of currants. After the vineyards | 
of France had been ravaged by phyl- 
loxera, there sprang up a great de- 
mand from that country for Greek 
currants to. be used in wine-making, 
and prices soared to heights never be- 
fore known in the currant trade. Un- 
der this stimulus Greek fandowners 
all through the currant-producing 
provinces uprooted their olive groves 
and planted the lands to currants, un- 
til within a few years the acreage had 
far more than doubled. Then France, 
having found means to combat che 
phylloxera, placed upon currants @ 
prohibitive import duty, thereby per- 
manently shutting off from Greek cur- 
rant growers the market whose de 
mands had stimulated them to in- 
creased production.

BIG SIX ONE OF BIG FIVE 
AMONG BASEBALL VETERANS 


Christy Mathewson Takes Place In 
Hall of Fame Beside Wagner, La- 
Joie, Walsh and “Cy” Young. 

They might be called the big vet- 
eran five of baseball, Christy Math- 
ewson, who has becoine the Red man- 
ager, after 16 seasons of pitching duty 
with the Giants; John Henry Wagner, 
the famous Dutchman, who still plays 
shortstop wonderfully well for the Pi- 
tates, although he is forty-two years 
old; Napoleon Lajole, of the Athletics, 
the once peerless second baseman, who 
is rounding out his twentieth year in 
the major leagues; Ed Walsh, the 
renowned White Sox twirler, whose 
star is fading in his fourteenth sea- 
son in fast company, and Denton 
Tecumseh Young (Old Cy), who 
pitched 20 years in the big circuits. 

Future generations of fans will read 
of their exploits in baseball history, 
but it is doubtful if they ever will see 
the equals of these pillars of the na- 
tional pastime. Did you ever read or

hear of a scandal involving these play- 
ers? Did they ever indulge in disorder- 
ly conduct on or off the ball field? 
No, and they took good care to save 
some of the large salaries which the 
magnates gladly paid to them. 

Matty is more dearly beloved of New 
Yorkers than the other members of the 
big five. He has been the idol of 
fans there since he began to show his 
remarkable pitching skill as a Giant 
in 1901. He won 20 games that 
year and 13 in 1902, but after that he 
did not score fewer than 22 victories 
in any campaign up to 1915. It was 
in 1908 that Big Six won 37 games, his 
best performance, while in 1904 he 
pitched 33 victories. Matty took part 
in four world’s serles—in 1905, 1911, 
1912 and 1913. His magnificent pitch- 
ing in the 1905 series enabled the 
Giants to win three of their games 
with the Athletics. In other words, 
Matty practically beat the Mackmen 
that year single handed. 

The inventor of the fadeaway won 
24 games and lost 18 in 1014 without 
the slightest Indication of losing his 
remarkable skill. 


War Makes New Economies, 

War is producing some queer econo- 
mies. The Italians, who are fighting 
above the snowline find wood scarce 
and fires a rarity. Their difficulties 
have aroused the scouts to action. 
They visit every house, collect the 
waste paper, and then hand it over to 
the girls collected in a central sta- 
tion. These girls, working under the 
eye of a teacher, spread the sheets 
flat and feed them into a machine 
which rolls them tightly into a roll of 
about an inch in diameter. But they 
are too long for use, so a chopping 
machine worked by hand produces as a 
final result, little tight rolls about two 
inches long. These can be dropped 
into a knapsack, and when a fire is 
wanted three or four are taken out, 
placed on the ground, lit, and enough 
heat is generated to warm thoronghly 
a mugful of soup.—London Chronicle. 


Cardboard Replaces Wood. 


Because of their many advantages 
over wooden boxes in the shipment of 
small articles, corrugated cardboard 
boxes are rapidly replacing the former. 
Although the cardboard boxes are 
strong enough to with¢tand heavy pres- 
sures, they weigh considerably less 
than a wooden one of the same size, 
hence they effect an appreciable saving 
in express or freight charges. Further- 
‘more, the cardboard boxes, because 
they can be folded flat and stored in 
that shape until used,‘ occupy Lttle 
space. As a typical example, it is re- 
ported that 3,000 cardboard boxes 
have been stored in a space which for- 
erly accommodated but 260 wooden 
boxes of the same capacity.—Scientific 
American.
